TRE GOVERNMENT AND THE 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.

With a lack of discretion which has 
been visible in more than one Instance 
since the Colony lost the services of Sir 
Trowas O'Burzw as Colonial Secretary, 
the Government has plunged Itself into a 
recriminatory correspondence with the 
Chamber of Commerce on the subject of 
the recent strike, and seems likely to get 
very decidedly the worst of it. 

We publish. below a letter from the 
Chamber to the Colonial Secretary in reply 
to his letter of the 2nd jostant, (whic 
appeared. in print the same day) charging 
the mercantile community generally with 
having failed {n its duty fn not supporting 
the Government In its efforts to suppress 
the recent strike and with having, In 
particular, neglected to make use of means 
at their disposal to coerce the strikers, by 
enforcing their contracts with their compra-_ 
dores, or setting aside their compradoes 
and hiring labour when it was offered 
from other sources. This Setter assuimed 
as facts, that the firms had agreements 
with their compradores which they could 
have enforced, and, further, that others were 
willing to act and had offered to supply 
any number of coolies tequited at ordinary 
rates, on certain conditions which the 
merchants might have, and ought to have 
accepted. a 
_ The Chamber of Commerce circulated 
thisletterto twelve firms and then forwarded 
-the replies received for the information of 
the Government. We are unable to 
publish these-letters this evening, but will 
do so on Monday, They are somewhat 
lengthy and .came in rather late for.

us to’ fully justify tre letter of the 
Chamber to the Colonial Secretary, and 
we can only. express our concurrence 
with the last part of that letter.

ing the last year, when this colony was suffering 
from the bubontc Plague, dit not hesitate ta 
come forward to help in the endeavours which 
were made by the ‘medical gentlemen to combat 
the ravages of the diseare; and. 1 think the 
management of the Institution—J refer to the . 
medical management and hot to the financlal 
portlon—deserves the véry greatest credit for 
the manner {In which they came forward on that 
occasion, and Iam very glad to be able to alta 
tender the thanks of the Committee to the 
matron and the other Indies for their noble and 
sympathising efforts. to save from death those 
people who had been attscked by plague, The 
Allee Memortal Hospital has not received the 
recognition it deserves, but the work was not 
Gone for recognition, -but {o show that the staff 
wished to work for hetp's sake and not for glory’s 
sake, “There was the subject of co-operation, It 
fs not one or twa men that make an Institutton 
auccess(ul ; they could nt be so successtr] as 
they should be fthey bad not co-operation, IT 
think, In this co-nectlon, I may use a word which 
was used In another sense and ander quite a 
different ‘set of clrcumstances—combination, 
Our motto should be " combination,” and I trust 
that having combination we shall have in our 
ranks all classes of the community and: all 
inte. ested in dolng good work. / 
Tt was decided to collect the subscriptions In 
April and May {natead. of ia November and 
December. : 
. The Colonial Secretary referred tothe great 
services Dr, Burton had rendered to the hospital 
during Dr. Thomson's abtence, and spectal 
tharks were awarded to him, 


The Colonial Secretiry sald that Messrs,’ | 


Jardine; Matheson & Co, bad written tothe hon, 
troasurer Informing him that they wished to pay’ 
$9,000 which had been tn thetrhands for several 
years, and {t was dectded to appoint a Com- 
tittea who should bave power to re-Invest the 
money. ; ; 

Tt was also announced by the Chairman that 
the Iusiltation was in debt to the extent of 
$1400 He belleved it was Dr. Cantlie who 
sald that a hospital never aucceeded until {t wae” 
(o debt. If this debt were emphasised, sald the 
‘Colonial Secretary, probably people might be 
{nclined to contribute more teadlly, 


The following is a summary of the reports of 
the Superintendent ard Hon, Treasurer. sub> 
mi'ted to the meeting :— . 

Dr. Thomson reported thus:—Very un. 
expectedly do I find myself Preparing thie 
report of the work of the Alice Memorlal 
and Ncthersole Hospltats durlog the year 18 
fn course of which they seem to have experlen 
a full share of the disturbiog Influences that ha 
prevailed all over the Colony. I handed over t! 
superintendence of the hoepltata to Dr, Burto 
when I left Hongkong—-ag 1 intended, pete 
manently—on January 18th, ‘Ill-health almost 
from the first Interfered with his discharge 
Of the dutles of the office, and’ whea 
Cyentually he resigned in the begtoning 
of September, the Distrlct Committee of 
the London Misstonary Soclety, In consultees 
tlon with the House Committee of the Hospltals, 
was fortunately ab'e to arrange with Dr, Bailey 
‘of Swatow to (ake bis place far three months, 


From mid-December til March rath of this - 


year, when at the request of my Directors I 
returned to Hongkong, Dr. Jordan was good 
enough to act as Superintendent, laying under a 
new debt of gratitude the Hospitals, thelr House 
Committee, and the London Mlsstonary Society, 
representing al! of which I avail myseif of this 
Opportunity of publicly. tendering to him and to 
Dr. Bailey most hearty thanks... 

Daring the time of the plague the ordinary 
work of the hospitals was reduced’‘to a minimua 
and they were closed from June 7th to August 
15th, The staff of house-surgeons, nurses, 
students, acd employés was meantime at the - 
disposal of the Government for special worl, 
and from June ryth to July rat they occupled 
the matshed, dereribed as the Alice Memorial 
Plagae Hospital, where, it may here be noted, 
132 Cates came under treatment, Of these 04 
died, 4 wore discharged cured, and, when there 
was no longer need of the extra hospital, the 
remaining 14 were by direction of the Colonial 
Surgeon removed convalescent to the Governs 
tment Hoapltal at Kennedy Town, : 

In the Out-Patlent Room, First come, first 
served" {s the rule, « sertes of numbered bame 
boo slips handed to the patients as they enter’ 
securing that. no preference shall be given to 
elther race or religion. Before the Consultant 
for the day arrives, all new cases are registered

where they are attended to as thelr’ cases ma) 
demand. Such patiente as have need of, a1 
are sultable for, hospital treatment-—it muay be. 
one or two, It may be balf-a-dozen on any pare 
ticular day--are od directly to ths wards, in 
the Allce Memor 1 Hospital oF the Nethersole 
Hospital, as may be desirable, ' : 

Admission to the warde fs usually through .
